Comments /notes on tonight’s mission and this interpretation:

Substantial growth, but less than previous period.

Intense heat on all but a few small lengths of perimeter

Interior is mostly scattered heat – 4448 acres scattered heat

1247 acres intense heat mostly along perimeter, but one island of intense on ridge between Last Chance and

Elk Creeks.

Spot fire off east edge from yesterday grew to south along ridge between Barney and Stevens Creek.

No new spot fires found in heat signatures.
